The applicant submits this petition to withdraw from issue the above referenced 
application, further to 37 CFR § 1.3 13 (c) (2). A request for continued examination (RCE) is 
being submitted to allow the Examiner to consider an Information Disclosure Statement, and 
accompanying references, included herewith. Credit card payment of $1 30 under 37 CFR §
